Starting the New year off with a celebration of the Lord's Supper on 
January 4 we find that January the first month of the new year has been 
a busy one. All of the organizations and departments of the church are 
werking diligently to make each program and class as meaningful as 
possible to all who attend. This is particularly evident in the SrHi 
Westminster Fellowship. Their winter retreat during the Christmas 
vacation made a lasting impression. I think the young people have 

seen themselves in a new light. They are striving sincerely to under- 
stand what it means to be complete disciples of Christ and to act accord- 
ingly. The Women's circles have made a good start in their study of the 
Book of Acts. The Presbyteriam Men are haking plans to finance the 
transportation for one of their men to attend the National Presbyterian 
Men's meeting. 


One of the outstanding events of the month was the visitation of the 
Sheldon Jackson High School Basketball Team to our community. The boys 
were housed in the homes of the members of the churches. I would like 

to comment on the tremendous witness for Christ and Sheldon Jackson that 
was made by these boys. In our own church the three boys had the morning 
message and conducted the program for the combined evening meeting of 

the JrHi and SrHi WF. Sheldon Jackson school-is more of a reality to 
this church and our contact with the school is more vital due to the 
visit of these yourg men, We can be mighty proud of them. 


Our month closed with the last two nights of our 8chool of Missions. 

Strange as it may seem there are many here in our own church who have 

very little idea of the work of our church in Alaska. These two nights 

were therefore devoted to Alaska. The first night after-an Alaska s 
Potluck Supper for which the tables were appropriately decorated, we 

used the slides “Northward to New Horizons". The second evening was 

based around the story of Haines House. We had Mrss Olive Fisher 

speak to us and show her slides. The mammunx committee in charge 

of the School of Missions did an excellent job. 
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Our church program for the month of February centered around the coming 
of Ash Wednesday and the beginning of the season of Lent. On the Friday 
preceding Ash Wednesday we had our PreLenten Supper. This ia a project 
Shared in by every organization of the church. Even though outside 
Competition kept our attendance small the affair was a success. We 
had our monthly Family Night Potluck Supper on Ash Wednesday. The 
program was a bible study on the meaning of Lent and the significance 
of Ash Wednesday. On the 13th we joined with the other churches in- 
the community for one of the finest World Day of Prayer programs we 

had had. The rest of the month was a little bit hectic as many of the 
famili#e of the church including myself were slowed down with the 
fighting of the flu. Although most of my activities were curtailed we. 
were still able to keep most of our important engagements. Plans are 
under way for the coming of the Easter Season, 
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The main emphasis for the month of March was the spiritual 
preparation for Easter Sunday which turned out to be one of the most 
inspirational Easterswe have ever had. It seemed that each of the 
programs of the various organizations through out the month built 
towards this beautiful climax. The Women's organization meetings 
have been especially beautiful and inspiring. The Presbyterian Men 
had a most imspiring meeting where they listened to the reports of 
the 3 men who had attended the Regional Meeting at Sacramento. For 
our family night we combined our program with a communicant's class 
on the study of the sacraments. Along with this we used the beautiful 
Cathedral film in color and sound depicting the story of the first 
Lord's Supper. On Palm Sunday the church was filled and it seemed as 
if everyone appreciated the real Significanee of the days On Wednesday 
evening we had our final communicant's class at which time the new members 
were presented to and questioned by the Session. This was followed by a 
beautiful Deacon's Reception given in honor of the new members. Maundy 
Thursday Taunsday evening found the church full for our annual candlelight 
Communion service. For the first time we received the new members and had 
our baptisms for adults and children at this time. On Go@d Friday our 
church was well represented at the cooperative 3 hour service. Easter Sun- 
day morning we started this glorious day with a Sunrise Service at 6 aem. 

It was really a Sunrise Service for the sun did come up into the sky at 

this time. We had a 127 in attendance. This was a joint meee with the ~~ 
Faith Baptist Church and théér pastor brought the message. Immediately 
following the service the ladies of our church served a delicious ham and 
egg breakfast. This was followed at 8 otclock by the first of our 3 
scheduled services. The Jr Choir sang at the 8 o'clock service and the 
chancel choir at the other two. Our attendance for the morning services was a 
about 779. We tried something a-little cifferent this year and instead of 
having the regular church School classes we encouraged the parents to 

attend one of the three services with their children. In cases where this 
was not possible teachers were waiting for the children of their department 
and took the children with them to one of the services. The day was concluded 
with a wonderful SrHi-JrHi WF meeting at which time'we paid honor to those 

of our young people who had taken prizes or participated in the Science

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The month of April of the year 1959 was one of the most outstanding ones 
in the history of our church. It was full of important activities. On April 
@ 26 our church celebrated its Tenth Anniversary. The committee in charge 
of the celebration had worked for almost a year on its preparations and it 
certainly was a success. We had as our guest of honor, Dr. Rolland Armstrong, 
President of Sheldon Jackson Jr. College, the man responsibie for the stamting 
of our church. Hr brought an inspiring message at both of the morning services. 
In the afternoon a grand banquet and program took place. There were about 146 
in attendance. The, program. included the introduction of 10 of the original 18 
charter members, the cutting of a huge birthday cake by the original two elders 
of the church, the reading of gfeetings from former members of the church and 
a most appropriate speech covering the history of the church by Dr. Armstrong. 
The dinner was well served by the ladies of the Hillcrest Presbyterian Church 
who were earning funds Smmescwimeimedemieeme to help pay for the furlough expen- 
ses of their pastor. The tables were beautifully decorated. The committee had 
prepared a beautiful brochure including pictures and a complete history of 
the first ten yeats of our church. 

On April 5 we had a most pleasant visit with Dr. Jackman and Dr. Leach. 
On the 8th our Family Night program was devoted to a Quarterly Meeting in which 
we listened to reports from the various organizations oovering the previous 
quarter. However the look into the future included a possible 10 year view of 
what this church might attempt in meeting the challenge of our community. On 
the 12th at the 9:30 service . We have the pleasure of having Dr. C.E. Polehemus 
Synod Executive, as our guest speaker. The following week was the meeting of 
Presbytery of Yukon with our church playing host to COT on Tuesday and Wednes- 
day. Sunday the 19th we had the privilege of listening to messages from Ray 
Ahmaogak of Wainwright and Joseph Heckel of the Railbelt.6n the 21 our Pres- 
byterian Men had two of their meetings devoted to reports from the National 
Counnil Meeting at Sacramento. They are using the materials brought back by 
our delegates and are most enthusiastic over the material. ~The ladies of our 
church have continued with their Women Organization Meetings ‘and are certainly 


to be commended for the way in which they help in the many activities of thés 
month, | 
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Attendance at General Assembly with a visit mem New York City and mk a 
supporting church in Philadelphia occupied most of the month of May. The 
first week of May we again followed the program set up by the National Council 
of Churches for Family Week. The calendar was cleared of all church programs 
for the week except for Wednesday night; this was our monthly family night. 
The program for the evening which was planned for the entire family was two- 
fold. The first part was dedicated to Family worship. The Gustafson family 
presented a small skit. in which they presented a picture of the famihy duré 
ing their time of worship tegether. The second part of the program was in- 
troduction to our missionary family Taylor and Betty Potter of Thailand. 
This was done with the aide of slides and-a tape recoreder made by the 
Potters. The week was concluded with a special service for Mother's Day. The 
Junior Choir sang and we had a- special appropriate solo. The service concluded 
with the Sacrament of the Lord's Supper. The following Tuesday night we had 
the concluding meeting of the COT. We had tried something new this year and 
had three three-hour meetings which proved to be very successful. It was 


so successful that the group decided to have 6 - three hour session for the 
next year. 


On the 16th I left for General Assembly with Charles Slowoko, Elder from 

St Lawrence Island. As I had espected, being a commissioner to General 
Assembly was one of the most wonderful wxperiences I have ever had. My 

trip east afforded me the chance to visit the offices at 156 and the Wither- 
sppon Building. It was a thrill to return home and find that in my absence 
the Session had filled the pulpit for three Sundays and had handled the 
work of the church. 
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T Arrived back from General Assembly on Friday the 5th in time to have 
the privelege of listening to Mr. Howard Maxwell. Because of the reports 
that I received from our church members who attended the Leadership Train- 
ing School at Haines and my acquaintence with Mr. Maxwell even though 
short, 1 wovld like to state here how very much we are indebted to him 
for his guidance and inspiration. We are grateful to those who are respon- 
sible for sending him to Alaska. On Wednesday the 10th our monthly family 
night took the form of a picnic. We had our_dinner at one of the nearby 
lakes and a general good time in Christian F llowship was enjoyed by all. 
This year we set up our yearly planning meeting to meet during the month 


of June rather than in September. We felt that in this way we woudd be 
ready to start September l. 


We are beginning to experience our summer slump in attendance. The 
weather has been especially good and many of our families take advantage 
of this by going out for a week end trip . Because of this we have started 
holding just one session of church school and as of July 1 just one morning 
worship service. Both of these will be at 9:30. 


This month it was my turn to hold services on Sunday afternoon for the 
men at the Federal Jail. Among the other activities of the month was the 
arrival of five young people from the states to act as a work team. They 
have been a tremendous help already in the short time that they have been 
here. We are most apprefiative of their Christian attitude and the work 
which they have donee 
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The activities for the month of July were divided between two weeks 
of summer camp and the beginning of our vacation, The first week of camp 
was our SrHi -JrHi camp with Dr. David Dilworth as our inspirational 
speaker. I taught a class on the Social Education and Action program 
of our church. I think this was one of the most outstanding camps we 
have ever had. The following week I was the Dean of the Junior Camp. 
We were tremendously handicapped by most undesirable weather conditions 
but due to the fact that we had a most congenial and cooperative staff 
I feel that the experience was a most worthwhile one. We centered our 
program around a Bible study with the theme "Christ the Light of the 
World" conducted by Rev. Lowell Campbell. In the afternoon we had a 
mission study on the work of our church in Puerto Rico with special 
emphasis on the Marina Neighborhool House in Mayaguez. A love offering 
was taken which is being sent to the Neighborhood House. During my 
vacation the Session took over the business of the church including 
filling the pulpit. With the exception of our usual summer decrease in 
attendance everything mmm went along very well. 
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The first two weeks of the month of August was the last part of my 
vacation. During this time the activities of the church were under 
the direction of the Session. The first Sunday home the 16th we 
had our summer communion. The last two weeks were spent in Session, 
Trustee and Deacon Meetings and in general getting things ready 
for the fall Session. We continued having one morning worship ser- 
vice and church school during the month of August. Because school 
started on the 31 of August this year our church attendance started 
to pick up from the summer slump. The Senior High Young people 
had their opening get-to-gether and started planning for their Fall 
program, 
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During the month of September our church program began to swing back to 
its regular schedule after the summer.months. Three of the outstanding 
meetines of the month were our Family Night devoted to Christian Educa- 
tion, the Presbyterian Men's Father-Son Banquet and the first of our 
Church Officer Training Meetings. At our KAEK&KE Family Night directly 
following the supper the program was devoted to an explanation of our new 
curriculum material which included a showing of the materials used in each 
of the departments. Our Father&Son Banquet, the first pf what we hope will : 
be an annual event. We had 20 fathers and 22 sons present. Our guest speaker 
was Dr. Ray d@. Langdon, Psychiatrist for our Dept. of Mental Health He brought 
with him his two sons and spoke to us on the importance of the Father-Son 
relationship. Our C®T started off with a well attended meeting. The program 
was formed around a written test and discussion of the material of the first 
lesson. 

Both the Women's Association and the Presbyterian Men are striving to 
improve the quality of their meetings. On Thursday the 24 our church was 
well represented at the stewardship meeting held at lst 6hurch downtown. 
We felt that this was an extremely well plannéd and valuable meeting to all 
who attended. Words of appreciation and congratulations are certainly due 
Joe Heckel. Our first meeting of the Christian Education and Teachers of 
the Church School was most encouraging. Our new supt.Harold Gallwas, is 
doing an excellent job and we were all very grateful to the response from 
the congregation to our call for teachers. 

One of the new goals which has been set by our Session and Board of Trustees” 
in addition to our present budget a sum of $3000. The object of this is 
to pay off the outstanding back debts which the church has been carrying. If 
we are successful we will be able to meet the first of the year with all 
back debts paid with the exception of loans and mortgages. The original 
response ahs been most encouraging. ay - 
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The month of October has been one of the outstanding months of the year in 
regard to our church activities. Our:two morning services for World Wide 
Communion were well attended and it seemed a most inpsiring occasion for all. 
The following week we left for aimeeting of Presbytery which was held at 
College. Directly following Presbytery our church was host to the other 
churches in the areaifor an evening meeting on Evangelism. Our guest speakers 
were the Rev. Roy Howes and Dr. Alexander Campbell. The attendance wo this 
meeting was very good and it was. felt that this was a most valuable meeting. 
Both ofthese men wre were teal inspirations. We hope that they both will 

be able to return for similar meetings. On Surday October 11 we started: our 
Calvin Jubilee. This was a two week period but due to the fact that Laynien's 
Sunday was the 18th we concluded on the 25th. Both Sunday morning messages 
were devoted to the Christian heritage we have received from John Calvin. 

On our Family Night the 14th we showed the filmstrip "Ring Out the Jubilee". 
On Wed. night the 2lst the filmstrip of the Communicants Class material on 
the history of our church. Sunday evening the 25th the JrHi Young People 
sponsored the film "Martin Luther". We also used the pamphlet "By the 

Grace of God." 


On Sunday the 18th both services were conducted by Laymen of the church. 
There were 15 men who took part in the two services. Both messages showed 
evidence of deep consideration of thepart that the m laymen plays in the 
church program. On Tuesday night the Presbyterian Men at their monthly 
potluck supper meeting had a most interesting program centered around 
a.discussion of the leaflet "The Laymen's Duty" by Robert Speer.

In our cabinet 
meéating we voted to have refreshments only twice a month, 

The Youth Choir has been practicing each Sunday at 4:30 p.m. This also 
has been well attended. We sang once in the Evening service during January. 
Next month we are going to sing for the young peoples service on Feb, 1, We 
usually sing hymns fopm the Hymnbook as our organist is not the best. There 
is a great need here for good piano and organ players.

There 
were about 60 in attendance and the food just went aroung. Eve#yone had a 
good time including myself, 

6f course, the property work has to be done as usual and some of the 
main projects were as follows; Greist Room painting; fastening down pews in 
the sanctuary(2 days); replacing stove pipe in Marsh-Spence hall; and hauling 
ice, These as well as many other little jobs take most of our afternoons, 

All in all the work seems to be going forward in spite of the many difficutt- 
ies. Praise God for his guiffance of the work here in Barrow,

It was 
a new experience for me, to share their sorrow with éhem, , 


On wednesday I again had fresbykids and the Communicants Class 
Thursday John & Samuel came home-and was glad to see them. Thursday we 
had election of officers in W.F. We also decided to Stake , Claim in 
Haines House, Alaska.

As soon as the days started to get brighter and longer each day we begin to see 
things and dirt in the corners which we were not able to see so clearly or plainly 
during the dark days. So in the same sense spiritually, the new year and our looking 
forward to Lenten season and the “aster give us more light to help us look into our- 
selves for more dedicated service and closer communion with our Lord. Universal 
Week of Prayer was brought to the attention of our congregation and as usual an hour 
set for each day for the people to unite in prayer each day in their individual homes. 
Beginning of this New Year each time the Session meet in their monthly meetings, 
one of their decision was to make out a Prayer calendar for each month, and remind 
the people of them on our Wednesday Prayer Meeting nights.

As the days grow brighter and the sun is back, the daylight is lenthening by leaps 
and bounds, so to speak. There"k# good proofs that the Lord is answering prayers of 
the last month. — nore Bae besa noted change in behaviour of the children nachos? 
and in the church services, The fishing is gra y improving and herds of caribou 
“are our neighbors ‘for the men to kill whenever. there is meat.needed. More foxes were 
caught than the past'month. And the sealing quite successful. One day I suggested to 
Don, Wycliffe Missionary, that if he wanted to, he could go out with my son Benny 
with our team, and see if he could kill some caribou for his meat supply. They were 
out chasing caribou all day, used up all the ammunition they had but came°home half 
froze and without any caribou. The weather and the conditions were not favorable that 
days However he said that he enjoyed the fun of it all. &fter several weeks, he decided 
_to go out hunting again on foot all by himself, But he never told me of his plans, 
until I found out that he had left one morning when I walk over to their place to do 
some work on the translation which we had begun some weeks before. The day was clear 
and calm. One couldn't ask for better weather and visiblity. When night came his wife 
came over several hours after dark, to be exact at 8 P.M. and told me that Don had 
not yet returned home. So I went right over to the radio office and told the teachers 
that we might contact the site and inquires about Don, thinking he might of walke d 
over that waye At the same time I send word out to the village that Don was out some 
where on the tundra. In no time dogteams started out with lanterns and snowmobile 
from the site was on the move too. At 11 P.M. they returned with Don all safe and 
| sound except for tired muscles. We have his promise that he will never again try it 


out alone. Our transkation work continues as I find time for it along with various 
duties. Sometimes we work onit in the early afternoon until 5 P.M. and other times 

y from 7:30 P.M. till 10:30 or 11 P.M. when no evening church activities are had in 
the evening, using the afternoon hours when evening is taken up with church activ- 
ities. Spiritually, our Prayer Calendar locally was as follows as planned by the 
Session: lst.

As Easter time draws closer eac day it seems the Spirit is laying it to our hearts 
to put extra Spiritual Emphasis in our preaching and teaching for new converts and 
re-dedication to climax our Lenten Season for definite decisions at the close of the 
Easter season, although we try to do this the year round. Those who have attended 
Communicant classes since the middle of last.November totaled 12 for several months. 
As time was drawing near the end of these classes,young couple who were- faithfully 
attending these weekly classes had to return to their fishing Camp up at the Meade 
River, one other teenager moved to #arrow with the rest of the family, and two young 
men were enlisted with the National Guardsmen and were called away to encampment just 
before one-week was completed for their examination by the Session. This left us with 
seven (complete number) who came through. During this month Session met twice. On 
their regular monthly meeting, prayer calendar was again made out for the month, For 
months passed we agreed that the Lord had graciously made us aware that our prayers 
were being answered. For this month, prayer calendar was made out as follows: lst. 

~ week, pray for the whole church membership, with emphasis on those needing the Holy + 
Spirit's awakening, 2nd. week, for National Guardsmen who were to leave Friday of this 
week for two weeks of training. 3rd. week, prayer was requested for our Committee on 
Evangelism, and Tuesday of this third week our translation of the Gospel of John was 
completed, praise God. Communicant class was also remembered in prayer on this week 
also. Ath. week prayer was had for all those who have been requesting prayer here and 
elsewhere, especially those whose requests came through recorded tapes. 

During the Holy Week we held nightly services. Rev. Webster and I in turn preached 
on seven words of Christ on the cross. We find in these words deep reward of meditation 
spiritually and hope and pray the same blessing was bestowed upon the hearers. On 

y the night of Good Friday, just prior to Holy Communion, invitation for:new decision 
for Christ or rededication was extended and 5 or 6 came forward for rededication. 
When the seven came forward for public Confession of faith in the Lord-Jesus Christ 
I felt an urge for another altar call for those who were almost persuadedbut held 
back, As the newly accepted seven new members sang their prayer kneeling down with 
their Pastor, "Take My Life and Let it be Consecrated Lord to Thee" several left their 
chairs and came and knelt.with us. for. rededication, about 9 or 10 men and women. We 
indeed felt the presence of the Holy Spirit, and the joy of it all. On Easter Sunrise 
Service was had at 5:30 A.M. this time in the church'proper, followed by coffee treat.

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NARRATIVE FOR THE MONTH OF APRIL 1 = 30, 1959 


First, I for one would like to extend my sincere appreciation to our Yukon Presbytery's 
date for our Annual Spring Meeting this year with enough breathing space between our 
busy Easter Season and the date for our Presbytery Meeting. In previous years for us 
on the Arctic slope, we used to rush off to our spring Presbytery Meetings within a 
few days after Easter, and by the.time we get back to our field of service, we were 
pretty well tired out. I was gone this time for two weeks, to and from the Spring 
Presbytery Meeting. This year we managed to have an elder from this church, attend 
Presbyery Meeting, Peter Tagarook by name. He seemed to have enjoyed the Meeting and 
he gave a good report to our Congregation. And, he did not forget to praise the S J J 
C choir for their part in singing at the Presbytery Meeting and at other places. Rev. 
Chambers, Mrs. Chambers and the baby and myself flew in the Arctic Messenger 111, all 
the way from Barrow to Anchorage. On our way South, weather closed in on us as we app- 
roached the Pass so we had to return to Umiat and camped. From there the next. day to 
Fairbanks, and the day following we arrived Anchoraged and landed on a lake on a slush- 
y snow. A day or two later another plane landed on the same lake and did some damage 
to the plane. From Fairbanks, Rev. Chambers and I travelled alone. We stopped over-— 
night at Anaktuvik Pass and had Service with the natives,and two whites attended the 

; Communion Service also. There were four white people there when we arrived, two nurses, 

'a Doctor and a Territorial School representative. It looks like the State will event- 

‘ ually put up a school there, since AN S is not doing anything about it as yet. It 

| was suggested to the natives that if they wanted a school they would have to haul 
timber for the school building as they did for their Chapel. By the way, we held our 
church service in the new Chapel, a Chapel with willows for a floor to walk on and 
also to sit on. Be careful to raise your feet high enough when you walk on the willow 
floor, or the floor will trip you. There were some Infants aptized and $ er 9 pro- 

essed their faith in the Lord and were taken into Membership. The next day as Rev. 

Chambers and I were getting ready to get into the plane for take off, one -boy came 

to John and said, "I want to give my life to Jesus too". ‘ 

On my way to Presbytery Meeting, I was given the privilege of giving the 

Evening service message at the church in Barrow. Following the message 6 or 7 came 
forward for rededication if not for new decision for Christ. One of them was a former 


resident of Wainwright, and he had sent some messages during the winter to us, telling 
of blacksliding and neglecting the church attendance, this through tape communications.

| usual. Within a few days the village folks began seeing whales out tn the lead which 
' made the men all excited and rushed out with their umiaks and whaling gear. The water 
| as we watched got so ealm it looked like glass and each time whales break water to 
| gpout evéry one in the village saw them. Youngsters and many women who never saw live 
| whale saw whales for the first time. Who ever thought that the village would go with- 
out any maktak and meat, but to the end of this month, either here or at Barrow, no 
| whale has been caught. Prayer for success in whaling was on the lips of all who pray, 
| but to date the Lord has not answered our prayers according to the way we expect an 
| answer. In one of our Prayer Meetings, one of the elders read my translation of Eliza 
| M. Hickok's poem titled, "Prayer" which reads, "I know not by what methods rare, But 
this I know,. God answers prayer. I know not when He sends the word That-tells us fer- 
| vent prayer is heard;.I know it cometh, soon or late, Therefore we need to pray and 
| waite I know not if the blessings sought Will come in just the guise 1 thought. I 
leave my prayer to Him alone Whose will is wiser than my own".

He gave his report to the church here of what went on there at the sthool 
and we are looking forward to, having some classes for him to share with us of his 
experience theree He is now back to his job at the Native store as assistant man= 
ager and is still active in our church worke It seems to me that it really does 
good for our elders to go out and attend such meetings as Walter attended and 
Presbytery Meetings such as Peter Tagapook attended last spring. They express their 
appreciation for the privilege of attending such meetings when they report back to 
their local churche 
The second is my own trip to Whitworth College Campus in Spokane, Wash, 
as a delegate from Yukon Presbytery to our Synod Meetinge I came away feeling and 
impressed that the men in the Service off our Lord are serious about their business, 
and are seeking to do His will in their decisions. I also came away from the Synod 
Meeting feeling closer personally in christain fellowship with our brethren in the 
faith who reside in the State of Washington. It was also a happy occasion to meet 
former friends and acquaintances who formerly lived with us in Alaska, serving 
their Lord heree I met Dre Walter Johnson, our former visiting Minister on one ofowr 
Preaching Mission to Alaska, Rev. Wartes and wife and three of their children, Reve 
and Mrse Harry Champlin, former Pastor of Fairbanks lst. Presbyterian Churche New 
acquantances and new friends were accomplished there at the meetings, and was glad 
to meet Dre Jackman againe I think he makes the best representative of our Lord after 
his resurrection in regards to his disciples, in His appearancese No matter where 
we hold our church gatherings, Alaska or the States, Dre Jackman drops in on our 
meetings, gives us good messages, then disappears before our meetings are over and 
no doubt appearing somewhere else in connection with the Church work.

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Narrative for July 1 - 31, 1959 


First, I would like to say, that I was sorry for not being able to be with the Seminar 
this month who were in Barrow. I had recently returned from our Synod meeting and was 
busy getting caught up with mail and other phases of the work here. Our Communion 
Service was also due the first Sunday of this month, but I had postponed it a week later 
due to my late return from the trip to Synod. It, was during this busy time, the Seminar 
was due in Barrow, to be exact,. if I remember rightly, the Bthe My main reason for miss- 
ing the friends was due to lack of transportation, Rev. Chambers just didn't have the 
time for coming down either. We did have our Communion Service second Sunday of this 
monthe I invited Rev. Don Webster to assist with the Service. During this time in pre- 
paration for Communion, we had the privilege of praying and exhorting with a man who 

of his own accord, because of the Holy Spirit's conviction, came with his burden in 
heart, and confessed them to God, asking for forgivenesse He, undoubtedly found peace 

of heart and conscience and was encouraged to take part in Communione 

We had our two weeks of Daily Vacation Bible School the last two weeks of this 
monthe Our highest attendance was 59e I had Reve Don Webster in charge of the Junior 
group with four adult helpers, and I had the Primary and Beginner's group with five 
adults and young folks as helperse On the evening of the last day, we held a.closing 
Program in which the people and parents were invited. : 

Two Assembly of God church Missionaries arrived here the 23rde-They said they 
started from Kotzebue by a small boat powered by outboard 35 horsepowere They spent two 
weeks heree They put up a large tent for their worship Services and took it down when 
they lefte When they first started their services they either respected our hors of 
church worship Services or they could not get an audience so didn't try to interfere 
with our worship hours. But nearing the end of their stay, they were not so careful. 
Reading between the lines¥ I figured xaex that they might of tried to find out how 
many followers they might. start with in case they put up a church here, as has been 
rumorede In spite of the maracle fim of Oral Roberts which they showed on different 
occasions, our own church attendance was not noticably effectede These two Assembly of 
God church men attended two of our worship services, in good turn, I attended one of 
their services. There were about 12 or 15 when I attended. ogres es up 

Our church activities have been in full operation by the grace of God and we 
praide Him for this, Also the village has begun to reap material blessings such as 
caribou and other game animals, but mostly caribou at the present time. : 7

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Narrative for August 1 = 31, 1959 


We thank God that He has graciously permitted us carry on our church and Missionary 
work through another month in regular order without too much handicap from sickness 
and other interferences which could happen. We can certainly testify to the fact, 
that the good Lord has blessed us toth with material and spiritual blessings. Some of 
our members imn the church, whom. some might term inactive and nominal christains have 
been stirred spiritually and emotionally during, some of our church and Prayer Services. 
For several months now, we in the Evangelism Committee and also as a Session have been 
prayimg as a group, for certain individuals by name whom when we had contacted regard- 
ing their christain experience before, gave very little response. Today, as the month 
came to the end, we have had several young people and older persons express their new 
found joy in the Lord as they rededicate themselves to Him. Testimonies given have 
been convincing and encourageing. For example, we have had a young man in our Session 
for number of years, who, during these times seldom attend our Session meetings and 
church services, though a morally christain, if there is such an expression, respect~ 
ful in his standing with the Community. We had him as one of our named persons in our 
prayer list. One day he got sick quite severely, and was flown to Barrow through the 
DEWline operations as he was their employee. It happened on the day or day before we 
were to meet, (Session) at the church. That evdning we remembered him again in our 
prayer. In about a week or less he returned home, sound in health, and a changed man 
spiritually. On the first Prayer Meeting he attended after his return he gave his test- 
imony of a new found joy in the Lord. He said he was attending a small prayer meeting 
in one of the homes in Barrow. It seemed he said, that when he joined the others in 
songs of faith and prayer, a new understanding of what Christ was to a real believer 
seemed to dawn on him, and then and there he said, he found the joy and peacé he never 
seemed to have had before. He began encourageing others to seek the Lord until they 
fully experience his presence in them. He is now an active elder and chairman of our 
Committee on Evangelism. Another man we had on the prayer list by name, received employ— 
ment from the DEWLine last month or the month before, and was stationed at Barter Island.

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NARRATIVE FOR September 1 = 30, 1959 


First calm weather for the freight ship "North Star" came on Sunday after steady storm 
so the lighterage began early Sunday Morning. So this was the reason of some of our 
cancelled activities and fewer church attendance. When you look at the front page of 
this report of the first week's activities, this is the reason for its contrast with 
the following weeks. However we held our Morning and evening Worship Services and Sunday 
school and children's Department regardless of the day's lighterage and longshoring 
activities. As some of you may not know this lighterage and longshoring is the only 
employment open to all the boys and girls above certain age level, and to all the men 
and women of the village, who are able to do so, and last for only two or three days. 
So everyone in the village capable of carrying some load on the back is registered 
for employment. There were shortage of men, since several of the men were employed 
at the different DEWline sites, most ofthem at Barter Island, so all who were able to 
put time on longshoring wis°welcomed. a ek 

Regarding our spiritual side of life in the Community, our report continues 
on in testimony to our answered prayersin behalf of certain individuals, as we see 
them taking on new interest in our church services. We also see one who is inclined 
toward the method of worship and conduct and testimony as one sees in the Pentecostal 
group or Assembly of God church. He is still at Barter Island, but what I have heard 
of his testimony through recorded tapes, he is leaning toward their way of worship. 
In fact, Barter Island, although it is not my place to really bring this out, is a 
divided church and Community, Presbyterians and Assembly of God transfers from us. 
Assembly of God group is getting the word out through recorded tapes, especially 
Bimon Tagarook, our former member, that he read in the papers that rapture is taking 
place in different parts of the States. Some children and also grown up individuallts a

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NARRATIVE NOVEMBER 1 - 31, 1959 


The first of this month finds me in Barrow, and during the first week there we 
had our Week of Spiritual Emphasis, I was invited by the Pastor and the Session 
to give messages during our nightly preaching services. All in all nine sermons were deli 
delivered, I was told that there were 52 persons, if not more, who came forward 
during these services, either. for rededication or on Profession of Faith for the 
first time, I also made 40 home calls and had prayers and short Bible instructions 
in each home, These calls were appreciated by all who were visited. Each elder 
in theke respective districts went with me each afternoon. When the week was 
over, I\went on’ east to Barter Island, about 400 or 450 miles east of Barrow. 
When we first took off at Pow Main we were on the air for half hour but had to 
turn back due to engine trouble on one of twin engines of the plane (DEWliner). 
After several hours of waiting, 8 hours to be exact we took off again} and in 
one hour and a half we arrived Barter Island, This flight reminded me of my trip 
to Barter Island and on up to Demarcation Point by dogteam about 20 or more years 
ago with our Missionary-Pastor at thet time, the Rev. Fred Klerekoper, when this 
trip took us 12 days to get to Barter Island. The round trip took us a month to 
make the trip. On this month's trip to Barter Island, sad to say, the little 
native village was divided into two groups, as I found them. Some of our newer 
members had drfted over to Assembly of God church,after two Missionaries came 
through their village, who also came thfough here in early August. I spent four 
days there with our church group and held nightly Prayer meetings, but not one 
Assembly group came over to worship with us. On the third day of my stay at Bar- 
ter, I decided to make calls on the Assembly group, which I did. Had some talks 
with them in each of their homes, and only sensed their determination tobe by 
themselves, All in all, I was gone from Wainwright a day over half a month, 
about, When I-returned to Barrow from Barter Island, I heard that a lady Miss. 
Jionary was due in Wainwright anytime, and her provisions were being delivered 
to Wainwright by plane. So it seems, we too are getting Assembly: of God church 
here at Wainwright. Could it be possible that our Headquarters could contact 
their'Headquarters, if they have any, and tell: them the divisions they are creat- 
ng in small Communities like Barter Island where one church is sufficient, and 
dvise .them to use the Lord's money where it is most needed, instead of using 
it in competition with other Denominations? They have the reputation of causing 
division among the people whereever bat A show up magia there are ornee churches.

The fourth of this month finds us, as all it did the whole World-Wide Christain 
Church eager to participate in our Lord's Supper. Our attendance for this occasion 
was better than average, for which we thank and praise God. Our regular Church 
activities were carried out as usual, but had some extra Meetings both in our Session 
and Deacons’ and Committee on Evangelism, Ordinarily we have these two Church Officers 
meetings once a month, and also our Committee meetings, but this month finds us with 
extra meetings both in our Session and Deacons’ and Committee on Evangelism meetings. 
There were three persons we had to deal with, pray with and encourage in the way fo 
christain life, who came of their own will, seeking in repentance the forgiveness of 
God, and,help from their Pastor and elders. . The combined meetings of elders and 
Beacons was to appoint new Committee on Evangelism, 

New chimney was installed during the month, in the church, and new linoleum 
floor was put on the floor. We also installed a new oil heater (stove). The old 
brick chimney was just about ready to fall apart after about 23 years of service. 
There was a wide crack from top to bottom when we tore it apart, so that gave us 
an easy job tearing it off.

Just a few days before I left for Barrow for a week there, we almost 
had a fire at the old manse, The old Kenmore Kerosene heater somehow got aflamed 
that we have been using for years to heat the light plant before church times, It 
evidently flooded before the wicks got to working properly and when it got to work- 
ing properly, the oil that ran over the burner probably gatch fire and the whole 
thing burned. We discovered it in time to put the fire out before it was too far

As usual, this month finds,busier than usual, Even though our daylight is decreasing 
our activities are increasing as we approach the Christmas Seasons Alj the Mission 
Boxes mailed to our Mission from early spring through the summer months, up to this 
month, we unpacked and made them into Christmas packages to all the homes in the village 
and gave out at the church following the Feast in. the afternoon, on Christmas Day. 
Then too, we at the manse gave out our treat of: pop-corn, peanuts and candy to all the 
people of the village from 1 year olds to the oldest living person in the village, 
which no doubt everyone enjoys. Every year we order this supply along) with our groceries 
and pay for it along with our food supplies during the winter months, and treat it out. 
We made about 235 bags of peanut, candy and pop+corn. We had our Christmas Play athe 
church 7:30 on the 24th. The school had theirs on the 23rd. Our’ Young Peoples* group 
sang their midnight Christmas Carol outside of houses, inspite of the windy night and 
Flu that was starting about that time. All in all, we had a! joyful’ Christmas Season 
and holidays. The epedemic of colds with some complications showed up in the village 
about a week before Christmas, which was quite severe on the small children and babies. 
I personally was laid up for three days, from Monday ‘till Thursday morning, and got 
missed out on the school program, Our village Christmas observance was commended by 
Rev, Miss Bogar» Assembly of God Church Missionary, in which she said, that it would do 
the people, n the States to spend Christmas among us here on the Arctic coast, and see 
the real spirit of Christmas, so she said. She arrived here earligr part of December 
and is still here, renting a house from one of the natives, Peter “agarook by name, I 
invited her to preach in our Church twice, Her first sermon was based'on “Jesus and the 
woman of “amaria®,. Her second on Christmas Day, “There was no room for them in the Inr2, 
Soon after Christmas, she too was down with the flu and was confined to her house the 
rest of the month since soon after Christmas day. Before she got sick she was coming 
regularly to our Church services, both services on Sunday and our Wednesday Prayer 
meetings. So far, she hasn't begun her work of proselyting as yet. She has.invited any. 
one wishing to°*have a-Bible study come to her house on Thursday nights, but.up to the 
end of this month, she has had no response. We use our Thusday nights for our Young 
Peoples’ choir practice. In other words, the lady is quite handicapped with no buildings 
or equipment to work with. Bike the rest of us , she has to worry about her ice for 
water, coal\for heat, and stove oil, just to be able to live. One day i-got so sorry 
for her that/I had to sled some ice. over to her place, and another time loaned our 
team to one of the boys and haul coal for her, "For the love of Christ constrains us", 
We had a "Watch Night™ at\the church/as usual and: closed the old year with prayer ¢
